Unification Schem e Designed to Guard 


A gainst Possibility of Philanthropic 


Bequests O utliving Th eir Usefulness. 


Provides For Conditions W h ich G ivers 


Cannot Foresee. 


Cleveland, O., is to have a founda­ 
tion for philanthropic and charitable 
purposes which is intended to group 
together a large number of bequests 
and donations of all sizes and to insure< 
the expenditure of their income where, 
in the opinion of the trustees of the 
fund, the money will do the most good 
to the people of the city. 
Under the plan as worked out a man 
may leave liis property in trust for 
such individual beneficiaries as he may 
name during their lives, the income ou 
their death to be expended by the trus­ 
tees of the foundation for such philan­ 
thropic work as in their opinion seems 
most deserving at the time. 
Ou the other hand, if be wishes to 
do so the donor may indicate the phil­ 
anthropic purpose for which he de­ 
sires the money to be used, and it will 
be used for this purpose until, in the 
opinion of the trustees, the need for 
the money in this direction is no longer 
felt 


The Aim s Described. 


When this occurs the trustees wit! 
have the power to turn the income 
back into the general fund and to ex­ 
pend it as they believe will most bene­ 
fit the city and its inhabitants. 
Frederick II. Goff originated the plan, 
lie worked over it for two months with 
various men and women of Cleveland 
interested in philanthropic undertak­ 
ings. 
“ The plan as it has been worked 
out,” says Mr. Goff, “ provides for a 
sort of community trust to be known 
as 
the 
Cleveland 
foundation. 
The 
Cleveland Trust company is to act as 
trustee, and the trust properties are to 
be controlled and managed by the com­ 
pany. 
The income of the foundation, 
when available, is to be disbursed by a 
committee of five trustees. 
“ The committee is to have absolute 
control of the disposition of the income 
of the fuyd. The members of the com­ 
mittee aoe to bold office for five years, 
one “ w ‘‘tar iwnfnif elected every year. 
“ The comn'uTlee will serve without 
compensation. 
There will be a paid 
secretary to be appointed by the trus­ 
tees. 
“ The trustees will publish annually 
ill the Cleveland newspapers a state­ 
ment of all the donations, the income 
received by the trustees in the preced­ 
ing year and the disbursements 
The 
accounts will be audited annually by 
public accountants, and yisitorial pow­ 
ers will be given to the attorney gen 
eral of the state and to the law officer 
of the city—the corporation counsel. 
“ It is intended that the philanthropic 
purpose of the foundation shall be 
broad enough to include scientific re­ 
search, the prevention of disease and 
of poverty, educational and hospital 
purposes, playgrounds, recrantion cen 
ters and any other purpose which in 
the opinion of the trustees will most 
benefit the inhabitants of the city. 


Funds That O utlive Usefulness. 


“ Under the present system of be 
quests for such purposes it uot infre­ 
quently happens that by the time the 
money is available for the charitable 
use designated by the testator the need 
for it has passed. 
“ There are many funds in existence, 
which are tied up by a provision that 
they be used for a specific purpose, 
which have long ago outlived their use­ 
fulness because the need which existed 
when the testator made the bequest 
has been outgrown. 
W e have such 
funds today in Gleveland and in oth 
er parts of the country. 
“ An extreme example is the English 
fund established many years ago for 
buying spinning wheels for the girls of 
England. 
Spinning wheels have given 
way to machinery, but the fund’s pur­ 
pose is In black and white. 
St. Louis 
has a large fund the founder of which 
prescribed that its Income should be 
used to assist the pioneers who were 
traveling overland from the east to 
settle in the great w est 
It was a 
worthy cause in those days, but the 
fund has outlived the need to supply 
which it was created.” 
Mr. Goff said that $5.000.000 in be­ 
quests, subject to life incomes for heirs 
at law, already had been promised to 
the foundation.

Leslie Robinson was the son of a 
publisher. 
His father said to him one 
day when the boy was much elated at 
being made editor of the high school 
Banner: 
“ My boy, don’t get the liter 
ary fever. A great many catch it, and 
ouly those recover iu whom the liter­ 
ary parasites find nothing to feed on 
I fear you have just enough talent for 
writing to make you uncomfortable all 
your life.” 
Alas, the youug are not so constitut­ 
ed as to take the advice of the old. 
Perhaps this is best as it is. 
It is not 
success that brings happiness; it is 
striving for success. 
But in literary 
work for ail but one in a million there 
are constant disappointments. 
Young Robinson was so unfortunate, 
according to his father’s idea, when he 
went to college as to be made editor 
of the university magazine. 
His es 
says received the highest marks. 
He 
was unconscious of the fact that the 
reasou they took high rank was be­ 
cause those with which they competed 
were of no value as literary produc­ 
tions. 
Mr. Robinson, Sr., died while his 
son was in college. 
The publishing 
business, by the late owner’s injunc­ 
tion, was to be carried ou. till Leslie 
was graduated. by the junior partner, 
after which the son was to manage the 
interests he had inherited. 
He proved 
to have business capacity and soon be 
came the brains of the establishment. 
Perhaps if Leslie Robinson had ap 
predated his business talents he might 
have lost his desire for literary emi 
nence. 
He considered himself rather 
born to literature than to business. 
Finding time to manage a publishing 
house and scribble, at the same time 
he did both. 
He sent articles to the 
magazines, and they were always ac 
eepted. 
They were good articles, so 
that it was not necessary for Mr. Itob 
inson to ask how much their accept 
auce was due to their merit and how 
much to their having been offered by 
the head of the publishing house of 
Robinson & Co. 
After awhile Mr. Robinson brought 
out a novel. 
It was accepted by the 
first publisher to whom it was offer 
ed. 
Robinson scorned to publish it 
himself. 
He said that the test of a 
good book is that a business mau 
will risk his money on it 
It cost sev 
eral thousand dollars to get out an 
edition of a book, and unless the article 
was ot sufficient merit to insure a re 
turn it would not find a publisher 
He was still young in the business or 
he would have known that the higher 
the type the less the profit.

The day it came back from the last 
publisher Robinson saw a novel ad­ 
vertised by one of his brother publish­ 
ers, the author of which had stood 
trial for murder.

As a last resort he tried 
his own firm. 
Sending his manuscript 
to himself, ou its arrival he turned it 
over to his chief reader, who sent it 
back to him with the following report:

W o n d tr* o f P lan t Life. 
We are told by Darwin In his “Ori­ 
gin of Species” that in the month of 
February of a certain year he took 
three tablespoonfuls of mud from three 
different places beneath the surface of 
the water of a small pond, which mud 
weighed only six and three-quarter 
ounces and was all contained in a 
breakfast cup. 
He kept it covered up 
in his study for six months and during 
this period obtained from it the as­ 
tonishing number of 537 plants. 
On Nov. Ip, 1911, a Scotsman con­ 
tributor planted a dozen acorns in a 
patch of soil taken from a hedge root 
of about twenty-eight inches in length 
by about eleven inches in width and 
about two and a half inches deep, and 
he resolved to take a note of the num­ 
ber of plants which should grow from 
seed naturally contained in it. By Nov. 
15, 1912, he had removed from time to 
time, as they showed themselves, 155 
plants, and by Nov. 15, 1913, fifty-six 
more, or for the two years 211 plants 
in all.

J abez Smith was horn August 5, 
18 39 on a farm in Decatur county 
Indiana. 
He is the soli of Lewis II. 
Smith and Mahala Dunn Smith. 
On 
the 22nd., day of October, 18 01 he en­ 
listed at Rushv ille in Company F. 52 
Indiana Infantry and serv ed during 
the Civ il War as a priv ate, hav ing 
been in some of the most important 
battles of the war. 
He was in the 
engagements at fort Donaldson and 
Fort Henry in Kentucky ; Durhamv ille 
and Franklin, Tenn.; Cupalo, M ississ­ 
ippi; Franklin, Missouri, and 
was 
with General Resencrunz in the long 
raid through Missouri after General 
Price, in 18 04. 
Upon return from 
that raid he was in the battles of 
Nashv ille, Tennessee and fort Blake­ 
ly , Alabama, which last named bat­ 
tle was fought April 9 , 18 05, on the 
same day that 
Lee surrendered 
at 
Appomattox . 
He was mustered out on September 
9 .’ 18 05, at Montgomery , Ala., and 
arriv ed h"iue September 23. 18 05. 
On O ctob er 12. 18 05 he was marri­ 
ed to Mary Hamilton at Brookv ilie, 
Indiana, by the Rev . Mr. Berry , a 
Methodist minister and went to house

Ind., April 7.— The 
program of third annual convention 
of the Woman’s Franchise League of 
Indiana, complete save in one detail, 
was made public today. 
It will ex­ 
tend over parts of five days—May 5 
to 8, inclusive. 
Probably three hun­ 
dred women from all parts of Indiana 
will attend. 


That the convention will see the 
launching of a concreted campaign 
favoring *he constitutional conven­ 
tion as a means to the end of en­ 
franchising women in Indiana was 
intimated today by Mrs. Grace Julian 
Clark, a prominent 
suffragists 
of 
this city. 
She said the suffrage or­ 
ganization would bend every energy 
to bring the constitutional convent­ 
ion to strike out the word “male” 
from Article I I section 2, concerning 
suffrage. 


Suffrage advocates are elated over 
the prospect of Laving the Mississippi 
Valley Suffrage conference with, its 
thousand delegates 
here in 
1015. 
That this will be a great boon for the 
cause in Indiana was the assertion 
of Mrs. Clarke. 
Many believe it quite possible that 
hould a constitutional convention be 
ordered by the people an effore would 
be made to hold the central states 
uffrage convention a month earlier 
than this year in order that it might 
• 
o 
come before the election of delegates 
to the constitutional convention. 
It 
argued that if Indiana shduld he 
flooded with suffragists shortly before 
lie election of delegates to the con­ 
vention, this would have a big effect 
on the state and would ten to swing 
the state convention towards the suf­ 
frage cause. 
Should the constitutional convent- 
on he ordered, the vote for delegates 
would lie taken on 
March 2, 
1015. 
Hie suffrage convention met in Des 
Moines, la., this year the last of 
March. 
It is believed the date could 
he easily advanced so that it would 
ome before t lie election of delegates. 
Terre Haute, Fort Wayne, LaFay- 
ette, Evansville, Crawfordsville and 
Richmond are expected to have the 
biggest delegation to the 
Suffrage 
on vent ion in May. Terre Haute had 
he most last year. 
There are sixty 
branch leagues, having a total enroll­ 
ment of about 2,000 paid members. 
This number does not include a much 
arger number of those allied with the

ause, Mrs Clarke said.

a civic message throughout a com­ 
munity on April 17 such as cannot be 
done on any other day.

casion, too, when clubs can pay trib­ 
ute to their presidents and others 
who are or have been active in club 
work, or to other women who have 
also given signal service to their own 
town, by naming tre es for them. 


The on-coming generations will be 
reached by the good influences of 
Arbor day through a law which com­ 
pels all public schools in Indiana to 
observe the day. 
While the lessons 
in civic 
patriotism are 
being so 
taught the children of the time, the 
active observance of Arbor day by 
the women is needed to give the oc­ 
casion still more impressiveness to 
the youthful minds. 


In every place, too, there is a need 
for immediate results in the way of 
community adornment in the form of 
¡trees, shrubs and flowers and to get 
these results it is essential that Indi­ 
ana has the power of her women in 
Arbor day affairs. 
To plant n mil­ 
lion trees a year in this state is not 
a great task. 
If it is done for the 
next ten or twenty years the people 
of today will 
resore to 
those who 
come in the future what has been 
taken from our state in this genera­ 
tion—the priceless legacy which na­ 
ture gave us in the form of trees.

Progressive farmers are 
doing evry thing possible to put the 
seed in the host possible condition. It 
is timely, therefore, 
to 
suggest 
a 
means of eliminating a 
great 
loss 
that lias come to this crop annually. 
Indiana 
grows 
each year about 
1,000,000 acres of oats. 
The 
loss 
from oat smut has ranged from one- 
half to twenty-live per cent. 
Many 
farmers have stated that they have 
lost, many seasons, more than one- 
third of the crop 
because 
of 
the 
smut. This great loss can be elimin­ 
ated in a large part of the treatment 
of the seed before planting. The fol- 
owing method is recommended in Cir­ 
cular No. 22 of Purdue 
Experiment 
Station: 
Spread out the seed on a lloor or 
canvas and sprinkle with a solution 
of one pound (about one 
pint) 
of 
formalin to 50 galolns of water un­ 
til thoroughly moist, but 
not 
wet 
enough to pack in the hand. 
Shovel 
over repeatedly 
to 
distribute 
the 
moisture evenly, then shovel into a 
pile and cover with sacks or canvass 
for at least two 
hours. 
The 
seed 
may then be sown at once or 
may 
stand until the next day. 
If to be 
kept longer, grain should be dried as 
rapidly as possible by spreading in a 
thin layer and stirring occasionally 
with a rake. Avoid reinoculation with 
smut from smutty sacks or bins after 
treatment. 
The 
solution 
may 
be 
mixed in a barrel and 
applied 
with 
sprinkling can. 
Each gallon of this 
solution is enough for 
almost 
two 
bushels of oats.
